SHANGHAI, Jan. 20,—Grie?f 
and disillusionment describe the 
state of mind of many of the 
most Christian ‘missionarics in 
China over the changes they ob- 


serve in the Kuomintang, the 
young Nationalist party of South 
China, which has been so success- 
ful in a military way during the 
last few months. 

These missionaries. as well as 
others have observed in the Kuo- 
mintang the. only group in Chinu 
with a “living idea.” They bave 
seen young men and women filled 
with holy zeal fro the new Nation- 
alism and a better soctal order. 
They 'know thousands in China 
motivated and energised by som* 
thing akin to Christianity and 
even have been acquainted with 
officers of the Kuomintang who 
are Christians. 

In contrast the mission workers 
have beheld the northern provinces 
of China under ‘a divided rule of 
militarists, tupans, marshale and 
former bandits, with nothing bet- 
ter to offer apparently than the 
senile status quo. Therefore 
these missionaries and others whv 
have worked for and loved China 
were lifted up with a great hopv 
that the Kuomintang would re- 
vive China and lift it actually into 
the culture and economic progress 
of the Western worid. ee 

The vitalizing principle of the 
Kuomintang is the gospel of the 
late Dr. Sun Yat-Sen. -Sun’s evan- 
gel may be summarised as follows: 
First, justice and fairness between 
nations; second, justice and fair-

Whatever the outcome of fhe vote in the Senate, 


Senator Reed of Missouri, in the course of his re- 
tuarks opposing the seating of Smith, clearly defined 
the issue presented to the Senate. Senator ‘Reed 
contended that the Cemstitution empowering each 
house to be “the judge of the election returus and 
qualifications of its members” embodied an unlimited 
grant of power to each house to protect itself. He 
said: 
If the Senate does net guar! its own portals” 
and protect its own integrity then there is no 
power outside the Semate to protéct that integrity. 

We have the power and we must so exercise it 

that all men will know that he who enters here 

must come with clean hands. 

If that fact can be certified to the country and 
made to be known to all men, then at least sen- 
atorial elections will be to aome extent kept pure. 
Wealth will no longer try to purchase seats of 
honor and of power m! this body. 

Mr. Smith was guilty of two offenses. One was 
the use of an enormous slush fund with which to 
purchase his nomfnation and election, and the ether 
was the acceptance of a large campaign contribution 
from heads of public utilities, whose business he, as 
chairman of the Illfmois Commerce Commission, reg- 
ulated. It cannot be said that he came into the Sen- 
ate with clean hands. ‘ 

If the Senate does not reject men who have been 
guilty of purchasing their naminations and elections

Other nations have inter- 
ests in those countries and have a right to pro 
tect those interests if we do not see to it that 
some protection fs afforded to them. And so the 
responsibility falls upon us; and if we do not 
accept that responsibility and other nations cal! 
upon the United States to preserve their prop- 
erty and protect their rights by keeping some 
kind of a civilized government in existence, those 
nations will proceed to protect their own int®r- 
ests: and when they do a war may come thet 
will be a real war, a war that will tax every re

We do not understand how Chief Justice Taft can 
reconcile bis belief that constitutional guarantics 
showld be sacredly preserved with his recommenda- 
tion that the powers of State Judges be vastly in- 
creased in the trial of criminal cases. 

One of the constitutional guaranties is that an ac- 
cused man may demand trial by jury. Trial by jury 
would suffer practical nullification if Judges were. 
given the powers that Mr. Taft cites. 
Judge should be allowed to instruct the jurv freely, 


to give them “wise suggestions” as to how the evi-. 


dence should be weighed, and that nothing in his 
instructions, even if he clearly favors the State at 
the expense of the defendant. should be made the 
basis of a reversal, providing he makes the jury un- 
derstand that theirs is the ultimate responsibility. 

Fhe effect of all this would be to change the Judge 
from an impartial referee into an advocate whose 
prejudices, predilections and whims may have fu!) 
expression in any case ‘before him, and whose actions 
are not reviewable by a higher court. In other words, 
it would create a judicial tyranny which cou!d be 
used to scrap constitutional guaranties. if not in jet- 
ter, certainly in spirit. |
